With  ihc  continual  drift  of  populations  to 
urban  centres  one  of  the  difficult  problems  of 
modern  city  life  everywhere  'is  uaffic  con- 
trol. including  the  provision  of  car  parking 
space  in  congested  areas  An  ingenious  solu- 
tion is  offered  by  British  engineers,  who  have 
come  forwsrd  with  an  invention  which  per- 
rmts  msised.  fhKhanized  parking  In  col- 
laboration with  three  engineering  firms,  they 
have  completed  developments  of  what  ii 
known  as  the  Baldwin-Auger  system,  which 
provides  for  the  parking  of  cars  end  to  end 
and  side  bv  side  in  mass 

I'he  motorist  simply  drives  into  the  park, 
takes  his  car  direct  to  an  ever  open  space  at 
the  end  of  a twin  track  bay.  applies  the 
hand  brake  and  leaves  it.  When  he  returns 
he  hands  his  ticket  to  an  attendant,  who  dials 
the  number  required  The  car  is  then  auto- 
matically brought  to  the  drive-off  position 
Without  any  other  wchicle  in  the  park  bring 
touched,  even  though  the  park  is  packed 
to  capacity 

Behind  this  simple  sequence,  requiring  only 
one  attendant  for  every  hundred  vehicles,  u 
a fy.frrm  of  gears  and  movable  floor  sections 
that  together  form  an  integral  part  of  the 
floor  The  cars  are  moved  by  this  system 
of  “auto-actuated  floorspace"  through  the 
lengths  of  the  bays,  and  are  traversed  tide- 
ways at  (he  end  When  a car  is  wanted,  its 
movements  can  be  clockwise  or  anti-clock- 
wise  through  the  bay.  Every  car  can  be 
manoeuvred  at  will. 

Among  the  advantages  claimed  are  absence 
of  fumes,  an  economy  in  attendants,  illum- 
ination and  ventilation,  and  the,  impo«si* 
bility  of  damage  done  to  a car  throq^  bump- 
ing It  IS  stated  that  the  system  can  also 
provide  a wide  network  of  economical  under- 
ground car  parks  beneath  any  city  square  or 
park,  with  operating  costs  as  low  as  a few 
cents  per  hour.

As  the  wife  and  confidant  of  the  late 
President  of  (he  United  States.  Mrs  Roose- 
velt no  doubt  gained  much  knowledge  of 
the  political  scene  on  a world  level,  and  she 
should  take  to  the  council  of  nations  consid- 
erable understanding  of  the  difficulties  that 
beset  the  road  to  universal  peace  In  a sense. 
It  might  be  that  she  will  be  carrying  the  torch 
of  international  liberty  and  ju.stice  that  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  strove  so  greatly  to  keep 
alight 

In  her  own  right  Mrs  Roosevelt  is  almost 
as  famous  in  the  United  States  as  her  late 
husband,  and  she  has  been  a forthright 
speaker  and  active  participant  in  the  life  of 
her  country  She  is  ably  equipped  to  present 
the  feminine  point  of  view  towards  interna- 
tional relations,  and  since  women  bear  so 
much  of  (he  tragedy  and  heartbreak  of  w’ar.
